per cent cut in flue-cured tobacco 
allotments for 1957, announced

Attacking actions of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, Campbell 
said, ‘‘It’s very regrettable that 
they don’t allow -enough in the soil 
bank program rather than cutting 
allotments.” 

In announcing the cut in Wash- 
ington, Benson said the marketing 
quota will be 932 million pounds for 
the 1957 crop as compared with 
1,130,000,000 in 1956. Acreage will 
be cut from 887,600 acres in 1956 to 
712,600 for the 1957 season. 

ASKS “EQUITABLE BASIS” 
Campbell charged the USDA is 
“not handling soil bank money 
right." He said Congress should 
make the USDA reapportion the 
fund ‘‘on a more equitable basis’’ 
and not send it all ‘‘out West for 
corn and wheat farmers.”’ 

The Georgia commissioner said 
the entire soil bank program, which 
was designed to take land out of 
production and thereby reduce over- 
production, was “‘under-financed on 
all commodities.’’

BEIRUT, Lebanon, Nov. 27 (PH— 
Syria appeared tonight on the 
brink of dramatic events. Tension 
rose rapidly between Syria and 
Iraq. 
The feeling grew in informed 
circles that some sort of coup is 
imminent in Syria. The nation al- 
ready is controlled in Damascus 
by pro-Russian army officers led 
by Col. Aboul Hamid Saraj. 


There is the likelihood that those 
on the losing end are appealing to 
neighboring Iraq for help against 
the pro-Soviet sweep in Damascus. 
Some sort of Lreak is expected 
within a few days, either in 
Damascus or the Iraqi capital, 
Baghdad. 

JORDAN DEVELOPMENT 
Coupled with the grim Syrian 
situation was Jordan’s decision to 
sever its ties with Britain and to 
consider closer relations with Rus- 
sia. 


Premier Suleiman Nabulsi of 
Jordan announced he was proceed- 
ing to cut his nation free from its 
long alliance with Britain and to 
liquidate British miltary bases. 
The announcement to the new 
Jordan Parlament raised Western 
fears that the little kingdom was 
opening the doors still wider to 
Soviet penetration in the Middle 
East. 


KREMLIN POTENTIAL 


Jordan lies south of Syria. With 
indications that Syria is rapidly 
becoming the first Soviet satellite 
in the Middle East, Jordanian de- 
velopments could extend the 
Kremlin influence from Turkey 
southward to the Red Sea on the 
Gulf of Aqaba. 

Bitter exchanges wetween Syria 
and Iraq heightened fears that the 
Middle East crisis on the shores 
of the Mediterranean was creeping 
eastward toward an explosion. 
Iraq accuses Syria of

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov.. 27 
(P—Gov. James E. Folsom turned 
his mansion fund records over to 
state examiners today along with 
a letter saying he has arranged to 
pay back $5,180 spent for food and 
“othre miscellaneous items.”’ 

The sudden development inter- 
rupted a meeting of the legisla- 
tive committee on public accounts 
which supervises the Department 
of Public Accounts, the state’s 
official auditing agency. 

Folsom originally had refused 
to let examiners see the records 
but changed his course last month 
and said he would turn them over 
to Lt. Gov. Guy Hardwick, the 
committee chairman, after a pri- 
vate auditing firm completed a 
check of the records ordered by 
Folsom. 

Along with his official records, 
the governor sent the committee 
a copy of the report given him 
by the private auditing firm. 

Folsom. notified the committee 
he has arranged to reimburse the 
mansion for expense totaling $5,- 
180, for food and other personal 
expenditures. 

He said he has already paid 
back $1,313 in May of this year. 
and he has deducted that pay- 
ment from the total.

Dr. Mahmoud Fawzi, Egyptian 
foreign minister, threatened simi- 
lar action in the event there was 
not “satisfactory compliance.”

Assembly he did not give a time 
limit for submission of the answers 
or specify Egypt’s views on the 
date for withdrawals. 

ISRAEL PROTESTS

Vincent Broustra, French dele- 
gate, preserted a note to this ef- 
fect but declined to make it pub- 
lic. It was understood that Ham- 
marskjold had agreed to the re- 
quest. Selwyn Lloyd, British for- 
eign secretary, paid a farewell 
call on Hammarskjold today, but 
it was not disclosed whether he 
had brought reports that British 
subjects also were being pressured 
to leave Egypt.

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Eisenhower Moves 


To Repair Alliance 


President Eisenhower’s statement that 
differences between the United States 
and Great Britain and France over the 
Mideast situation should not be regarded 
as a “weakening or disruption” of a — 
and historic alliance is welcome an 
timely. 

Evidences of such a “weakening” have 
been alarming. Anti-American feeling in 
Britain and France over what they con- 
sidered a disregard of their interests by 
this country is understandable and re- 
grettable. The NATO alliance is the 
strongest and only reliable check to Rus- 
sian expansionism in the world today. It 


_ must be further strengthened, not weak- 
- ened. 


Meanwhile, precipitation of the crisis 
in the Middle East which brought about 


' the rift has achieved one thing worth- 
- while. It has revealed the depth of pene- 


tration of the Soviet Union into the region 


-_ —a penetration which could have resulted 


in eventual Communist domination. It 
also revealed again that in the final 
analysis the contest is between the 
United States and Russia. 

Ultimate cost of the operation ahead 
yet must be tallied. The consequences of 
events in the Middle East have not 
been realized fully. 

Not the least among the problems is 
what can be done to prevent a serious 
economic breakdown in Great Britain and 
Western Europe. The fuel situation will 
become desperate in the coming weeks 
and the economic effects are bound to be 
felt in this country. They will be re- 
flected in trade and currencies, in ex- 
ports and imports of this country. 

Europe hasn’t many dollars and the 
slowdown in transportation and industry 
means a decline in trade. We will export 
less tobacco, machinery, cotton and autos. 
Because of the canal closing, cost of raw 
materials will increase for our own in- 
dustry. Our oil reserves must be used to 
prevent complete disaster in Europe. | 

The United States ultimately will 
bear most of the cost of the Middle East 
debacle directly or indirectly, because 
only we can. This includes clearing the 
canal. No real moves have yet been made 
towards this although each day it is closed 
means that much less cil for Europe. We 
will pay for the Suez closing in higher 
costs of doing business and in propping up 
Europe’s economy and defenses until the 
canal again is opened. 

This country alone can prevent a Rus- 
sian takeover. In breaking with Britain 
and France, we’ve accepted the respon- 
sibility for problems that greatly have 
been aggravated. The Arabs are more 
united, Nasser is strongér and Commu- 
nist penetration is accelerated. 

It is time to mend our fences with 
Britain and France and to get on with the 
job in the Middle East. There’s no other 
way.

A Man’s Worst Enemies 


Often Are His Friends 


The organized effort to get Sen. Walter 
George to resign before his final term 
expires is the erudest maneuver in re- 
cent Georgia political history. 

Sponsored by friends of Sen.-Elect 
Herman Talmadge, the move, if success- 
ful, would allow Mr. Talmadge to be 
sworn in before other freshmen sena- 
tors matriculating this year, thus giving 
him a few days seniority on them. 

It is particularly shabby in compari- 
son with Sen. George’s gentlemanly action 
when first he took his seat. He withheld 
his credentials for two days, thus sacrific- 
ing that much seniority, so that Mrs. 
Rebecca Latimer Felton of C sville 
could be sworn in as the first woman sen- 
ator in history. Mrs. Felton had been ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy created by the 
death of Sen. Tom Watson. But before 
Congress convened again and Mrs. Felton 
could present her credentials, Walter 
George won the seat in a special election. 

This crisis was solved by Sen. George’s 
good manners and seniority was sacrificed 
in the name of noblesse oblige. 

Luckily, Sen.-Elect Talmadge is on 
record as an admirer of the career and 
record of his distinguished predecessor, 
and therefore surely has no part in this 
heavy-handed operation. 

The Senate inevitably will compare 
Georgia’s new senator with the man he 
succeeds and who served in that au- 
gust body so long and so ably. It is diffi- 
cult to think of a more unfortunate 
introduction to the Senate for Mr. Tal- 
madge than that dreamed up by his 
coattail-riding friends. 

If seniority in the Senate is as im- 
portant to the welfare of Georgia as these 
promoters seem to think, last spring 
would have been the ‘time to insure it 
by drafting Sen. George for another term.

Secretary Wilson Acts 
To End Costly Rivalry 


Secretary of Defense Wilson finally 
has moved decisively in the controversy 
about guided missiles. Let’s hope this will 
end some of the confusion and costly du- 


plication between the Army and the Air’ 


Force about who does what. 

The confusion, which resulted last 
year in the resignation..of Trevor Gard- 
ner as undersecretary of the Air Force 
with a loud blast at the inadequacy of 
the program, has been expensive. With 
both services competing with each other 
for available scientists and material, the 
development of missiles. was being held 
back. 

Mr. Wilson is right in ending it and 
in standing by the definitions of the mis- 
sion of each of the services arrived at by 
the joint chiefs almost a decade ago. 

There will be disagreement ‘about the 
secretary’s decision about the Army’s 
aviation role but it must be remembered 
that the separate Air Force was estab- 
lished because of a lack of understand- 
ing of use of air power by ground force 
generals. This was tremendously costly 
in World War II and for the Army again 
to attempt to set up its own Air Force 
is not in line with facts or experience. 

-*Each of the services has its mission to 
perform—a mission which must be co- 
ordinated with the others. It is time that 
the bickering ended and that the services 
begin working together in the spirit that 
Congress intended—both for the sake of

Calhoun Citizen Attacks Failure of Counties 
To Purge Voters’ Lists; Cites ‘Dead’ Voters 


Calhoun—On Nov. 19 The Con- 
stitution published an excellent 
news story calling attention to the 
fact that the registered voters’ lists 
in most of the counties of Georgia 
are not being purged as required 
by law. Your reporter, Jack Nel- 
son, is to be commended highly for 
his excellent piece of reporting. 

Here are some of the reasons the 
voters’ registration lists are not be 
ing purged and, furthermore, will 
never be purged in the smaller and 
in many of the larger counties of 
Georgia: 

First, they simply do not have 
the money to finance such opera- 
tions. 

Second, the continuation of the 
one-party system in Georgia makes 
it imperative that the lists not be 
purged. Once the lists are purged, 
the one-party system rapidly would 
give way to the rise of the two- 
party system in Georgia. 

Very few people in this state 
bother about registering or voting 
either, so if all the lists containing 
thousands of duplications, voters 
who are registered two and three 
times or more and voters who have 
long since passed to their eternal 
rewards, were purged—the mighty 
fortress of the one-party system 
would be destroyed. Without this 
bastion of defense, the one-party 
system could not survive in 
Georgia. 

I was the Republican candidate 
for Congress in the Seventh Con- 
gressional Distrigt in the last gen- 
eral election, but it was impossible 
in this socalled ‘Democratic’ 
State of Georgia for me to have 
my name printed on the ballot 
since I was required, under Eugene 
Cook’s interpretation of the laws of 
Georgia, to get 5 per cent of all 
the registered voters in this dis- 
trict to sign a petition before my 
name would be permitted on the 
ballot. 

The fact was: I could not get 
enough of them to sign—they were 
dead! I am aware that quite a few 
‘‘dead’”’ voters vote in many of our 
elections, but it requires a ‘“‘live’”’ 
one to, sign a petition. 

In a careful examination of the 
registered voters’ list in one pre. 
cinct here in Gordon County with a 
total registration of 145 in 1954, I 
found that two men were listed four 
times, a woman who died in 1945, a 
man who died in 1952, another man 
who died in 1950, another man who 
died in 1953 and another man who 
had been living in Floyd County 
for many years, were all regis- 
tered voters in that precinct

Commissioner Wheat Williams was elected Commisisoner of 


Roads and Revenues in 1954 on a platform of county reorganiza- 


tion and the replacing of the informal handling of Financial mat- 


ters, budgets, personnel, and various administrative policies with 


definite procedures based upon a business pattern designed for 
efficiency and stability. THIS HAS BEEN DONE. 


ORGANIZATION AND 
ADMINISTRATION 


In the Spring of 1955, Commissioner Williams created a 
Department of Finance and appointed a Comptroller with 
duties as recommended by Griffenhagen and Associates; ap- 
pointed an Executive Assistant to the Commissioner; created 
a central Purchasing Department with a central supply room 
and placed purchasing on an open competitive bid basis. A 
plan was set up by which the County is operated on a monthly 
budgetary basis; a personnel system was inaugurated ‘with a 
plan for the development of a Merit System; and a Planning 
Department with a full-time director and an adequate number 
of assistants provided. An inventory record system with 
proper controls and transfer records was created; the Tax 
Equalization Board was combined with the Tax Assessors 
Board end the cannery was placed under the Department of 
Public Works. The Department of Grounds and Buildings was 
created. Parks and Recreation were separated from the Pub- 
lic Works Department and a Director of a Parks Board ap- 
pointed. The Department of Public Works was reorganized to 
improve methods of purchasing, the handling of shops, gas, re- 
pairs, and road operations. The Home for the Aged was placed 
under the Health Department. An outline of subdivision regu- 
lations and control was adopted; codes for heating, air condi- 
tioning, and plumbing were adopted and boards were created 
to administer the codes. Eleven new voting precincts were 
added to the existing 29 in order to prevent voters standing in 
line for hours in order to vote. 


ROADS AND CAPITAL INVESTMENTS 


Without the use of bond monies, the Public Works Depart- 
ment of DeKalb County has improved, graded,'or paved one 
hundred fifty streets and roads during 1955 and 1956. Forty 
petition jobs for paving have been completed, 27 roads have 
been graded; hundreds of miles of rural roads ditched, rocked, 
and maintained; shoulders graded, and hundreds of repair jobs 
completed. All sections of the County have had a fair share of 
work distribution: A few of the most important road jobs are 
as follows: For the Atlanta Area, West College Avenue, McLen- 
don Drive, Elmira Place, portions of Oakview Road and Boule- 
vard Drive have been resurfaced and Arkwright Place paved. 
In the Southerly portion of the County, Wesley Chapel Road, 
Clifton Springs Road, Constitution Road, Panthersville Road, 
Wards Lake Road have been or are being paved; Second Ave-

WATER, SEWER, SANITARY, PARKS, 
FIRE AND INSPECTIONS 


During 1955 and 1956 more than 150 miles of water mains 
and 8,000 water meters have been installed, a 3,000,000-gallon 
ground storage reservoir was built on Columbia Drive, a 5,000,- 
000-gallon clear well constructed at the water plant, a 36” 
water main run from Peachtree Road to College Avenue, the 
filter system doubled, a 1,000,000-gallon storage tank built at 
Tucker, and many minor improvements completed. The sys- 
tem now is serving 44,000 customers. 

Sixteen miles of sanitary sewers servicing more than 
2,000 houses have been installed, and more than 50 miles of 
sewers have been constructed by developers serving thousands 
of home owners, during the past two years. Six miles of old 
clogged-up lines have been cleaned out, and 1,500 service calls 
have been handled. 

The Sanitary Department has provided bi-weekly pick-up 
for more than 40,000 families, land fill operations have been. 


lie schools, shopping centers, churches, etc. 

In 1955, a separate Parks Department was organized with 
a Director and a Parks and Recreation Board appointed. A 
foreman and a maintenance crew were assigned to the De- 
partment. More than 20 park areas have been cleaned up and 
improved during the past two years. 

The Fire Department has been reorganized and strength- 
ened. Fire stations have been renovated and placed in good 
physical condition. Two new brick fire stations have been built 
and equipped. A training school for firemen has been con- 
ducted regularly, all firemen have been provided with needed 
equipment and uniforms, and the turn-over in personnel re- 
duced greatly. 

In 1955, larger quarters were provided for the Department 
of Inspections, two new divisions of work added, and additional 
inspectors provided. The Department has handled approxi- 
mately 40,006 inspections for building construction, electrical, 
plumbing, septic tank, heating, and air conditioning duging 1955 
and 1956. The Plumbing and Heating and Air Conditioning 
Boards were created to assist in the administration of the codes 
regulating these activities,

SCHOOLS 


The creating of a broader tax base has made possible the 


. operation of .he school system on a broader and more satisfac- 


tory basis; it has made possible the payment of school debts, 
the elimination of double sessions and the increasing of teach- 
ers’ salaries. New schoo] buildings can be erected because of 
the new tax base and a modern, progressive, and an adequate 
school program has been made possible, Fifteen new elmentary 
schools and three new high schools containing approximately 
750 classrooms will be built with the $11,000,000.00 bond issue 
made possible by the new tax program. Double sessions, use 
of basements, overcrowded classrooms, and lack of playground 
space should not handicap DeKalb’s schools for long. DeKalb 
County can now take its place at the head of the table of 
school progress, growth, and development in the Empire State 
of the South.

PLANNING AND ZONING 


In January, 1955, the Commissioner appointed a full-time 
Director of Planning, provided larger quarters for the Depart- 
ment and additional personnel. The Department was placed on 
a professional and a business basis. Assigned duties included 
the maintenance of cadastral maps, the setting up of subdivision 
regulations, the issuance of property numbers; preparation of 
information relating to short-range and long-range planning, 
field investigations, administration of zoning ordinances, and 
the handling of typographical maps. 

After more than a year’s work in co-operation with one of 
the South’s leading consultant firms, the Department and the 
DeKalb County Planning Board, completed and presented to 
the Commissioner, the Comprehensive Planning and Zoning 
Plans for DeKalb County. The plan which provides for a new 
Planning Commission, a master plan for the County, a Board 
of Adjustments, Subdivision Regulations, Plat Plans and Pro- 
cedures, Establishment of Official Maps, Street Plans, Building 
Inspections, and District Planning, was submitted to the public 
in a series of public hearings throughout the County, and after 
review and some minor revisions, was signed by the Commis- 
sioner in September of 1956. 

The plan places DeKalb County IN THE FRONT RANK of 
progressive counties in the State for future orderly and sys- 
tematic growth and development. The Department has serv- 
iced MORE THAN TWO HUNDRED SUBDIVISIONS during 
1955 and 1956. 

MORE THAN TWO HUNDRED BUSINESS CONCERNS 
have opened headquarters or branches in DeKalb County during 
1955 and 1956. Among these are many of the leading business 
and industrial enterprises in the United States. Plans are un- 
der way to complete other phases of the master plan including 
traffic, public utility expansions, roads, parks, ete. 


THE MERIT SYSTEM 


For several years many individuals and organizations have 
urged DeKalb County to establish a PERSONNEL AND MERIT 
SYSTEM for its employees. In January of 1955 Commissioner 
Williams established a CENTRAL PERSONNEL OFFICE for 
the various Departments of the government. In the Spring of 
1956, the General Assembly passed a new MERIT SYSTEM 
BILL under which the Commissioner created a Merit System 
Council. Thig group in co-operation with the MERIT SYSTEM 
DIRECTOR, prepared the RULES AND REGULATIONS and 
other phases of the plan to be adopted. The Commissioner has 
adopted the PLAN and it is believed that its adoption will re- 
move from political influence the appointment, removal, or 
advancement of County employees. Many subjects such as 
applications, assignments, tenure, vacation, sick leave, promo- 
tions, job analysis, retirement, etc., are covered by the SYS-~- 
TEM. A more efficient performance of services and a sta- 
bilized procedure in administration should be the result through 
the added features of security, training and classification. 
Elected officials, their deputies, and Heads of Departments are 
not included in the list of employees placed under the system.

TAX EQUALIZATION 


On January 1, 1055, there were approximately 8,000 prop- 
erty owners in DeKalb County who paid ne taxes to the Coun- 
ty for County purposes; properties and inventories evaluated 
at more than $20,000,000 were not being returned, énd thou- 
sands of inequities existed in the various tax returns.

~ Shows Slight Rise 


: A 1.1 per cent decline from mid-1955 to mid-1956 
in occupancy of dwelling “units in Georgia and 15 other 
Dixie states was viewed Tuesday as supporting the con- 
tention of home builders that tight money is putting a 


- bigger crimp in the mortgage market than any other 
area of credit demand. 


What’s more, the decline is magnified by the fact that new 
housing starts are now lagging some 20 per cent behind the na- 
tion’s 1955 level. 

Also, the more limited amount of credit available has pushed 

| interest rates higher for most non-mortgage loans, while FHA 
‘and VA rates have rémained fixed at 4.5 per cent. 


As a result, builders say, it’s becoming increasingly difficult 
"to keep investors interested in the government-guaranteed mort- 
» ages—despite the fact that Uncle Sam underwrites the risk. 


Even when they can arrange such loan commitments, builders 
“are faced with narrowing profits. 


The Home Builders Assn. of Georgia reports that builders 
| @urrently are paying discounts ranging from 5 per cent to 9 per 
_ @ent to set up loans on new GI housing. 


And since the VA sets the price and requires the builder to 
‘meet minimum specifications, he must absorb the discount. 
; On a $15,000 house carrying a 100 per cent loan at the fixed 
‘4.5 per cent interest rate, for example, Georgia builders have to 
pay investors $750 to $1,350 to commit the loan. 
This, in effect, is added to their construction costs (which 
' have been rising steadily), for they cannot offset it by skimping 
on the government-inspected building. specifications. 

As a result, the buyer of the house (assuming he takes the 
100 per cent loan) cannot expect the builder to sell for less than 
the maximum price set by the VA. 

Some observers feel government policy-makers soon will 
yield to mounting pressure stemming from this situation by ask- 
ing the new Congress to up the fixed GI and FHA interest rates 
to 5 per cent—or possibly set an open ceiling that would yield a 
higher rate. 

Though this would presumably bolster the deflated housing 
» Market, it also would add considerably to the housing costs of 
_ mew VA and FHA-dependent home buyers. 


National Decline Only Half South’s Rate 


The report on occupancy, which came from the Atlanta field 
Office of the Department of Commerce, showed that 89.7 per cent 
of the region’s dwelling units were occupied in mid-1956, com- 
‘pared with 91.3 per cent for the nation as a whole. 

The national decline from a year ago, however, was only 
‘about half as big as the 1.1 per cent dip in the 16-state South— 
‘which has shown the country’s second-fastest rate of population 
increase in the past five years. 

Whether or not all of the regional or national decline can be 
attributed to the interaction of tight money and fixed rates on 
.government-guaranteed mortgages has not been determined. But 
‘builders feel that reason is indicated. 


3.4 Pct. of Available Housing Not Occupied 


The dwelling occupancy report also showed a breakdown of 
the 10.3 per cent vacancy rate in Dixie. Y 

Of the dwelling places ‘‘which were intended for year-round 
occupancy and were in good condition and available for rent or 
sale,” it said, 3.4 per cent were vacant in the middie of this 
year, compared with only 2.9 per cent a year ago. 

The percentage “dilapidated’’ was placed at 2.1 per cent this 
year, a decline of four-tenths of 1 per cent from mid-1955. 

The remainder are occupied either seasonally or (in the case 
of visiting residents of other states) part-time.
